natius Calderon, the historian, and 
Olivares, brother-in-law of the assasi- 
nated President Madero, were liberated. 

By admission of the Mexican Colonel 
commanding the prison, many others in- 
carcerated for the purpose of impress- 
ing them into the Huerta army, among 
them many old, feeble and crippled, alsu 
were released. All are being set free 
save those convicted of crime. 

The fortress is one of the oldest on 
the continent, with dark, loathsome cells 
of indescribable fil and stench.

HIEF GUNNER'S MATE LOUIS 
FRANK BOSWELL, who was 
killed by a sniper in the recent 
fighting at Vera Cruz was a resident of 
Coulterville, 1l)., about forty miles from 
St. Louis. He had seen foreign service 
before, being in the detachment of ma- 
rines which took Leon, Nicaragua in 
1912, 
The accompaniying picture of him and 
the squad of which he had charge was 
taken at Leon Oct. 7, the day following 


the battle of Leon, in which three ma- 
rines were killed. 

The marines, as they were marching 
into the city, were fired upon by an 
irresponsible mob lining the streets and 
hiding in buildings. The Americans re- 
turned the fire and nearly 50 of the 
rioters were killed. 

When Boswell sent the picture to his 
father, William H. Uoswell, in Coulter- 
ville, he wrote the following on the 
back of it: “This picture was taken 


Oct. 7 and this is the field piece I was 
in charge of in the battle of Leon, 
Nicaragua, fought on the afternoon of 
the 6th. Wefired five shots out of this 
piece."’ 

Boswell formerly lived with his par- 
ents, near Brentwood, St. Louis Coun- 
ty. His father was a gardener. A 
brother, Francis, joined the navy three 
years ago. The family now lives in 
Coulterville.

MEDIATION MEANS 
NEW AMERICAN ERA 


Newspapers Agree Acceptance of 
Arbitration Emancipates South 
American Republics.

BERLIN, April 28.—With one accord 


the leading newspapers in Germany 
agree that the offer of mediation on the 
part of Argentina, Brazil and Chile 
and the acceptance by the United States 
of their good offices is an event’ of 
unique historical importance at once 
emancipating South America from a po- 
sition of tutelage’ and placing these 
South American republics on an equal 
footing as sovereign states with the 
great republic in the north. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent is in- 
formed by the German Foreign Office 
that the proposal of mediation natural- 
ly enlists German sympathies. , All the 
European representatives in Mexico 
have been instructed to render any as- 
sistance in the direction of facilitating 
such mediation. What the result is 
likely to be the Germans naturally can- 
not estimate. The German press of all 
shades of opinion regard the action of 
the three South American republics as 
the most important developrrent of re- 
cent ;}ears in American history. 4 

The Vossische Zeitung says: “The 
most interesting feature of the situa- 
tion is the South American states now 
appear on the scene as friendly but en- 
tirely equal and. sovereign states with 
the United States of America, thus cre- 
ating a moral equilibrium which hith- 
erto has been missing. They have 
seized this favorable opportunity to 
emancipate themselves from United 
States tutelage.” 

The Taeglische Rundschau, which is 
the organ of the pan-Americans, says: 
“Henceforth the unique position ‘of the 
United States in the Western hemis- 
phere disappears and the South Amer- 
ican states appear on the scene as equal 
sovereign states. The pan-American 
movement thus takes a prior place.” 

The radical Abenpost declares: ‘Over 
night South America has abandoned its 
attitude of a trembling subordinate for 
one of independent parity. The fact 
that the United States of America has 
accepted in principle the South Ameri- 
can proposal is of unique historic im- 
portance.”’

ROME, April 28.—In eter to a request 
for his opinion upon the present situa- 
tion with regard to Mexico the Marquis 
Giuliano, Foreign Secretary, said: 

“It would be contrary to diplomatic 
usages to give an opinion tipon the pres- 
ent conflict. I can, however, say that 
on general grounds mediation, especial- 
ly where misundcrstandings exist as to 
the aims and intentions of either dis- 
putant, should be encouraged as offer- 
ing an honorable solution to both sides. 
Further, it may prevent developments 
of which none can see the issue. This 
is especially true where the aggressor 
seeks merely to safeguard national hon- 
or without aiming at territorial ex- 
pansion.” 

The Italian press for the most part 
takes the same view as expressed by 
the Foreign Secretary. The Mattino 
calls the offer of mediation a ‘plank 
of salvation.’ Their military author- 
ity analyzes the respective strengths of 
the Mexican and American armies and 
compares the situation with the Anglo- 
Boer war, but thinks the calm, reflective 
character of the American people will 
prevent them ever attempting more than 
an economic penetration of Mexico. 

The Corriere d'Italia, more cautious, 
contrasts President Wilsdn’'s official re- 
ply to the republics with his declara- 
tion to the ‘diplomats. The writer fears 
that the war party may hamper the 
President’s efforts to restore peace, but

Ferguson's passion for motor boating 
caused nim to be traced by private de- 
tectives to Boston and other water 
front cities, and was the means by 
which he was located in Seattle, al- 
though he had shaved off his beard 
and had adopted the suggestive name of 
“RH. E. Morse.” The R, he said, stood 
for Rufus. 


In the Office 12 Years. 
Ferguson was employed for 12 years 


in the office of the National Drugegist, 
in the Century Building, and was book- 
keeper amd cashier. Among his offic? 
associates his frugality was a matter 
of comment. It was said that he made 
a suit of clothes last him three years 
and a pair of shoes two years. 

But outside the office, in outing flan- 
vels and duck shocs, the shabb: book- 
keeper became a lavish sportsmen. Hs 
was commodore of the Prairie Yacht 
Club, and his boat, the Allamakee II, 
was one of the fastest and most luxu- 
rious of Mississippi craft. On the Al- 
ton water front, on summer Sundays, 
the Allamakee II would receive the sa- 
lutes of Russell HE. Gardner’s Santa 
Claus, William S. Thompson’s Peggy 
end other yachts owned by wealthy St. 
Louisans. In the Peoria regatta of 
19039 Ferguson's boat distanced all of her 
class. Among his yachting friends, be- 
cause of his abstinence from liquor, he 
was known as “Ginger Ale Fergy.’’ 

Disappears From Office. 

A year ago, H. R. Strong, publisher 
of tie National Druggist; visited the 
cffice on a Saturday afternoon to look 
up an account. He left the ledger 
slicking out beyond the other books, 
and Ferguson, on reaching the office 
Monday morning, saw that his neat 
arrangement of the books had been dis- 
turbed. He walked out of the office, 
and did not return. 

Investigation soon showed that Fer- 
guson was short $17,000 in cash in his 
accounts with the company. In addi- 
tion to this cash shortage, it was dis- 
covered that he had carried on irregu- 
lar banking methods. The company had 
its account with the Mechanics-Ameri- 
can National Bank, and in his dealings 
with that bank Ferguson signed his 
name as cashier;/and had ne power. to 
draw out funds. But a great sheaf of 
cancelled checks, nearly 2000 in number 
on the National Bank of Commerce, 
was found in his boathouse, near the 
city workhouse. 


Withdrawals of $14, 
It was then found that Amen had 


started an account, in the company’s 
name, with the Commonwealth Trust 
Co., later transferred to the Bank of 
Commerce, and had signed his name, in 
his dealings there, as secretary and 
treasurer. He had the privilege of mak- 
ing withdrawals there, and it was found 
that he had made withdrawals of $14,- 
000 from the company’s funds which he 
had placed there. This brought the 


$31,000. 

The National Bank of Commerce 
placed the matter in the hands of a 
Pinkerton detective agency. The detec- 
tives, taking the name of Ferguson's 
yacht as a clew, went to Allamakee 
County, Io.. and learned that Ferguson 
had been twice married there. His: sec- 
ond wife was the widow of his first 
wife’s brother, and it was said that his 
first wife, on her deathbed, obtained his 
promise that he would wed her sister- 
in-law. 

The detectives traced him to various 
places where yachting thrives, and in 
Boston they learned that he had bought 
an interest in a motor boat company. 
But the trail seemed to have been, lost 
when, frecently, Hugh Robinson, the 
Pinkerton superintendent in Seattle, 
learned of an “R. E. Morse’’ who was 
fond of motor boating, and who, but 
for lack of a beard, might be the St. 
Louis man. 

Communication with the St. Louis of- 
Tice and with the police here led to Fer- 
guson'’s arrest, Monday night, as he 
was leaving an open-air religious meet- 
ing. Dispatches say he admitted his 
identity and said he would return with- 
out legal resistance. 

No indictment or warrant was obtained 
while the search was going on. Supt. 
Mosher of the St. Louis Pinkerton 
agency said a warrant or an informa- 
tion, charging forgery and embezzle- 
ment of some part of the missing $31,- 
000, would be applied for. 


Wife Supporting Herself. 
Mrs. Ferguson still lives at the Hen. 


rietta street house. She said Tuesday, 
when tok of her husband's arrest, that 
she had been supporting herself ever 
since his departure. She told Strong, 
shortly after Ferguson's departure, that 
he had told her his salary was $250 a 
month, and had said he had an income 
of $60 to $70 a week from an inheritance. 

His mother, Mra. C. Ferguson, 17 
years old, lives at 2833 Eads avenue. She 
said she had not heard from Ferguson 
since he left, and that she had had only 
her pension, as a soldier's widow, to 
live on. 

The Allamakee II was sold by the 
Sheriff last summer to City Collector 
Ed Koeln. The Henrietta street home 
was attached by Strong.

CUT ONE 800-WORD 
SENTENCE INTO 33 


Original Draft Defined Powers 
of City in Four Printed 
Pages Without Stop. 


— 


The editors of the new city charter 
have become expert “copy readers.” 
This was demonstrated Monday night 
when the board of editors took the first 
sentence in the charter as it was orig- 
inally written and split it into 35 short, 
snappy sentences. 


to the néw charter put 80 words into 
the first sentence. This mammoth sen- 
tence contained a 9%:-line description of 
the powers: of the city and filled four 
printed pages. The charter framers 
were confident this. would compare fa- 
vorably with the famous hypothetical 
question put to an insanity expert in 
the Thaw trial, considered the longest 
sentence on record. 

The editors of the new charter are 
former Judge Jesse McDonald, a former 
newspaper man, former Judge Selden P. 
Spencer and Charles W. Rutledge, with 
former Judge Henry S. Caulfield, coun- 
sel, and Wilbur B. Jones, secretary. 


Revision Meets With Appr°val. 
The revision met the approval of the 


entire Board of Freeholders, and it was 
adopted. It conferred full powers of 
municipal ownership-on the city, and the 
power to assess bonds against public 
utilities taken over by the city. 

The charter as a whole will be form- 
ally adopted by the Board of Freehold- 
ers Wednesday night. It will be pub- 
lished‘in the form of an advertisement 
in the newspapers doing the city print- 
ing, Thursday, and the board will hold 
a final meeting Friday night to sign 
the charter and prepare it for transmis- 
sion to the Mayor and the Municipal 
Assembly. The board will request that a 
special election be called, June 8, to vote 
on the charter. 

The new charter will contain approx:- 
mately 25,920 words, 26 articles and 229 
sections. The present charter contains 
43,128 words, 16 articles and 239 sections, 
according to a compilation made by 
Samuel Rosenfeld. 

Freeholder Rutledge sought to have 
the initiative provision of the charter 
changed so that but one election would 
be necessary in bond issue matters. He 
said it was an outrage to force two 
elections on the people after the initia- 
tive petitions had been signed and cert- 
fied. , 
Reeall Acts as Safeguard. 

The majority of the members of the 
board, however, took the view that !* 
should not be made too easy to issue 
bonds, they declared that with the recall 
provisions in the new charter in force, 
no board of aldermen would ‘have the 
temerity to force two elections on a 
bond issue, but would yield to the de- 
mands of the people as expressed 
feats the initiative petitions. 

Rutledge made afanse effort to have 
amendments made to the efficiency pro- 
visions of the charter. He wished to 
have lawyers and doctors exempted from 
examination for appointment as 4as- 
sistant city counselors and to the hos- 
pital service. He said lawyers and doc- 
tors considered it unethical to stand 
competitive examinations for appointive 
places, and that it would be humiliating 
to them. His plan was not accepted.

INJURES WIFE OF 
FRIEND AND FLEES 


Contractor’s Nephew  Arouses 
Motorman After He Leaves His 
Wife Unconscious on Street. 


Mrs. Lulu Kelso, % years old, of 5242 
Maffitt avenue, just after alighting from 


a Union car at Maffitt avenue at 10:15 
Pp. m. Monday, was struck down and 
probably fatally injured by a motor 
cycle traveling at high speed, driven by 
Frank Ratican, 2%, a neighbor. 

She was dragged about # feet along 
the street before the machine stopped. 
Then Ratican, excited, tore the license 
tag from his machine and fled, leaving 
Mrs. Kelso unconscious beneath the 
machine. He ran to the Kelso home, a 
block away, where the woman’s hus- 
band, Earl Kelso, a motorman on the 
Union line, was asileép, and, knocking 
frantically at the door, awakened Kelso 
with cries of ‘“‘Earl! Earl! I've killed 
your wife!’ 

Kelso rushed to the door, but Ratican 
had fled. The husband, with bare feet, 
ran to the scene of the accident, ac- 
companied by Albert O. Strasmer, a 
neighbor. 

Kelso said he and Ratican had been 
warm friends. Ratican is a nephew of 
William Ratican of 2901 North Spring 
avenue, president of the St. Louis Street 
Flushing Machine Co., and the Ratican 
Coal and Contracting Co., 3631 Easton 
avenue. 

On information furnished by F. J. 
Brenser of 1332 Union boulevard, James 
R. Carter of 3415 Abner place and Oli- 
ver C. Miller of 5047A Terry avenue, eye- 
witnesses of the accident, who know 
Ratican and recognized him on the mo- 
tor cycle, a warrant was \ssued Tues- 
day for Ratican’s arrest, after police 
had kept vigil at his home i\ll night. 

A message was received at Police 
Headquarters Tuesday that Ratican 
would surrender during the day and ar- 
range to give bond. 

Mrs. Kelso, accompanied by her 6-year- 
old daughter, Nina, and a sister, Miss 
Inez Parrish, who lives with the Kelsos, 
alighted from a southbound Union car 
and started to the east side of Union 
boulevard. They were hurrying home to 
awaken Kelso, who works on an owl car 
of the Union line. 

Ratican, according to witnesses, was 
driving north on Union, and without 
warning or slackening speed, struck 
Mrs. Kelso, narrowly missing her child 
and Miss Parrish. 

Pinioned beneath the machine, Mrs. 
Kelso was dragged along the street, 
and before passengers on the Union 
car and others could reach her, Ratican, 
they said, tore the license from his ma- 
chine and fled around a corner. 

While the injured woman was being 
carried into the home of Mrs. Anna Bur- 
mann, 2800 Union boulevard, police ar- 
rived and made a futile effort to find 
Ratican. They then watched his home. 

Mrs. Kelso was attended by a doctor, 
who found her right hip had been frac- 
tured and she had severe contusions and 
lacerations of the face and body and 
internal injuries. He said she may die. 

After Kelso reached his wife’s side she 
was taken on a stretcher to her home 
and passed the night in a critical con- 
dition, attended by Mrs. Ethel Strasmer, 
a close friend. Mrs. Kelso had been re- 
covering from the shock of the death 
of her mother, Mrs. L. Parrish, last 
March. Her mother came to St. Louis 
from Quincy, Il. 


GUES OFF; SCARES 
STATE TREASURER 


E. P. Deal Unintentionally Fires 
Shot With Weapon Carried 
to Guard Treasure. 


Rumors relating to the mysterious 
discharge of a revolver in the Ameri- 
can Hotel, which have been circulated 
for the last two days, were explained 
by B. P. Deal, State Treasurer, to a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at Jef- 
ferson City Tuesday. 

Deal said he was the man behind 


the revolver, that no one else was 


near, and that its discharge was an 
accident, due to his unfamiliarity 
with a weapon which he happened to 
have. 

Deal said he had to carry $60,000 
of securities to St. Louis last week, 
to exchange them for securities held 
by St. Louis banks, which had fallen 
due. Because of recent robberies on 
the streets of St. Louis, he borrowed 
a revolver at the penitentiary and 
carried it with him. 

He also arranged to be met at Union 
Station, on his arrival, by Night Chief 
Gillaspy and two policemen, who acted 
as a guard for him. 

“I thought I knew something about 
a revolver,” said the State official, “but 
the only kind of revolver I knew about 
had five chambers. When I got to my 
hotel room I took five cartridges out of 
this revolver, and thought it was un- 
loaded. I snapped the trigger, and an- 
other eartridge was discharged. 

“IT opened my door, expecting to see 
bell boys and hotel attaches rush up, 
But no one had heard the shot, not even 
two chambermaids, who were standing 
in the hall not far away. 

“IT thought best, when I went down- 
stairs, to tell the clerk, Mr. Randolpi, 
about the accident. I also told Chief 
Gillaspy. If I had not told of it, no 
one would have known about it.”’ 

Deal said he frequently visited St. 
Louis to exchange securities, this being 
part of the routine work of the 
Treasurer's office.

The wisdom of our acceptance of the A B C 
mediation plan is now manifest. It has had ex- 
cellent effect in several directions-and gives prom- 
ise of greatly modifying the difficulties of our task 
in Mexico, if it does not solve the problem. 
Of course, the chief gain is Huerta’s acceptance 
of mediation with the consequent change in the 
temper and conduct of his followers and sym- 
pathizers. The full value of his act is yet to be 
determined by the conditions imposed upon the 
mediators, but it is a decided step towards a so- 
lution. 
Having acdepted mediation, Huerta may not 
have it in his power to check it. His strength is 
visibly wavering and his grasp on the govern- 
mental forces is slipping. It is conceivable that 
intelligent Mexicans of all factions, who are weary 


of strife, will* combine to co-operate with us in 
bringing it to a satisfactory close. Huerta must

His own fear of 
enemies will be a strong factor in bringing him 


to reason.

The death of George F. Baer, president of the 
Philadelphia & Reading Railroad and principal 
magnate of the Hard Coal Trust, further de- 
pletes the ranks of the old type of large rail- 
road operators. He began life as a printer and 
for a time prior to the Civil War was one of the 
owners of the Somerset Democrat in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

His claim to trusteeship for the Almighty over 
the anthracite deposits, made during the great 
miners’ strike of 1902, provoked widespread dis. 
sent and was never reiterated in the version of 
his biography to which he gave his sanction in 
recent years. That, on the contrary, he has since 
the strike professed to act under an entirely dif- 
ferent atithorization is shown by the following 
sentence from the biography: “For years the 
confidential adviser of J. Pierpont Morgan in 
Pennsylvania.” 

There will be no successor to Mr. Baer in the 
world of transportation and industrial monopoly, 
just as there have been no successors to Mr. Mor- 
gon himself, to Mr. Harriman, to Mr. Hawley, to 
Mr. Gates and others. Their work will be taken 
up by new types of managers and financiers with 
a juster appreciation of their obligation to the 
public whose, resources they exploit and from 
which they derive their income. Another type 
which also is about to disappear is that of the 
old-time, arrogant large employer of labor who 
refuses to recognize that his employes have 
rights, resists justifiable demands for improved 
labor conditions and is accustomed to affirm that 
he would prefer to lose all his investments in 
industry rather than to treat with his workers 
for an amicable settlement of differences.

HE first regular theater in Amer- 
T. ica was opened in Philadelphia 160 
years ago with a performance by 

the English company brought to the 
colonies by Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Hal- 
lam. There was bitter opposition to the 
erection of a playhouse in the Quaker 
City, but permission was finally ob- 
tained on the condition that the actors 
offered “nothing indecent or immoral.” 
The first English drama in the New 
World was given by Moody, an English 
actor of Irish characters, in the island 
of Jamaica in 1745. Four years later Ot- 
way’s “The Orphan” was presented in 
Boston and caused a tremendous scan- 
dal, which resulted in the suppression of 
the theater in the Hub for nearly half 
a century. In 1749 an attempt was made 
to open a theater tn Philadelphia, but 
the promoters were arrested and bound 
over to “keep the peace.” In 1780 the 
Nassau Street Theater, a corverted 
storeroom, was opened in New York.
